Metal Import Called State Blow- 
Jordan Poses New Crop Aid Idea 

.BOISE, Nov. 10 UP}— Foreign importj have driven the price of lead and zinc so low that 
the Coeur d'Alene district has 1,000 fewer jobs than a year ago, the all-Idaho congress 
was told today. 

C, E. Schwab, manager of industrial relations at Bunker Hill and Sullivan Mining and 
Concentrating company, Kellogg, gave "the facta concerning the distressed lead .and zinc 
mining industry" In a talk 
at the Idaho State Chamber 
of Commerce meeting. 

The oongress took up metal mln< 
ins *nd forest products following 
an opening-day farm panel which 
heard most speakers come out 
against subsidies and controls for 
farmers. 

At Monday's icsslon Gov. Len 
Jordan endorsed a farm program 
he sold would give farm en a choice 
ot "tonponuy relief with the curse 
of regimentation , . . or let! Imme- 
diate return but a permanent solu- 
tion and a free farm economy." 

He suggested that the present law 
be amended to give farmers a choice 
or DO. per cent parity with controls, 
or -SO per cent -without controls ' 
place of the present B0 per cent.' 

If there was a surplus In the 
commodity the next year, he said, 
the parity level could be cut to 7S 

er cent- without controls,- 

Jordan sold farmers oppose regi- 
mentation and are willing to rnakt 
postwar adjustments, "but Buy do 
not want to be the whipping boy of 
the American economic system." 

Roland J. Bawea, Twin Falls cat-

They oak the court to resUln the 
company from further operation. If 
It Is allowed to operate, they ask 
the court to force the firm to 
Install equipment which would 
eliminate smoke and odors. Smith 
and 'Jacob represent the plaintiffs.

John E. Moore, an Ebasco services 
representative testifying lor xhs 
power company's plan for three low 
dams in tho canyon." sold an electric 
furnace method of producing phos- 
phate fertilizer la not practical. 

He mode the statement under 
questioning by Mrs, Evelyn Cooper, 
attorney lor several public power 
groups. Backers of a plan for a 
single high dam in the canyon have 
claimed It would develop power 
necessary for processing of phos- 
phate ln eastern Idaho. 

Queried en Plan 
Mrs. Cooper asked Moore If he 
knew that mid western groups "are 
Interested" ln establishing an^ilto 
tria-fnrnice-plint-Unra-for poos* ■ 
nbste processing "if sufficient low- 
(wMjowex-is avajlsble.'v,^, 
■ "I know, ha said, "that an organ- 
isation sold to be Interested in that 
and X believe they should, hire. a 
good chemical engineer to ttnd out 
what It's all about." 

He added that engineers are "well 
agreed" that an add method cf 
processing phosphate Is superior.

The committee based Its finding! on a study of costs ancf rate sched< 
ules of comparable sized hospitals in Idaho, Utah, Oregon, Washing- 
ton and Montana.

are In line with tho other hospitals except ln room charges. Those 
charges at the local hospital are (3 lower on the average than the other

' A breakdown and comparison on departmental costs show the local

In a comparison of patient charges per day, the study reveals the 
hospital here Is about even, with most of the others and In several cases

: give top priority to atomic weapons at the 1 
: expense of conventional types. So It is that

. But this plan has not yet been placed be-

Some yeara ago an Idaho ex- go tot. or remarked 
to the writer that the county assessors, acting In con- 
tention, made up the most powerful political group 
In the state. In relation to their Influence upon tax 
legislation. We sincerely hope tho assessors regain 
that prominent spot— because aomo of the but legis- 
lation on' licenses and taxes has come from those same 
assessors who live Closest to the source of taxes and 
closest to the payment of taxes. 

When one considers that many assessors have spent 
a decade or ao, and up to a Quarter of a century, 
In thinking In terms of taxes, one can readily see 
why their opinions are valued by lawmakers. 

But the assessors mutt be active Id their duty and 
In their tax study or their knowlcdgo will decline and 
their opinions become valueless. — Lincoln County 
Journal. '
